SUBJECT . — Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules & Procedure, 1967. 

No. 61 - ITC ( PN ) /67. -- The Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Pro 
cedure 1967 has been issued under the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice 
No. 57 - ITC ( PN ) /67 dated 3rd July 1967. 

2 . The procedures for the submission of import applications have been further 
simplified and streamlined . The intending importers should rcad carefully the 
provisions contained in the said Hand Book .
